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1 Overview

This document contains instructions for the Upgrade to Caché 2017 on Microsoft Windows workstations.

1.1  General Background Information

These instructions are specific to installing Caché on Windows workstations for the use of Caché with
BCMA Backup system (BCBU).

1.2 Prerequisites

Installation requires administrator privileges through local admin account logon or via user’s etoken with
admin rights to the machine.

Use SFTP mode to transfer the required file. There are several ways this file can be downloaded. An
example of performing an SFTP and download of the distribution is shown in section 2.1.
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Retrieve the Files Needed to Perform this Upgrade

2.1 Command Prompt SFTP

The following is a sample screen dialogue of the file retrieval using the Command Prompt.

1. Open a Windows Command Prompt Session (START > enter CMD in the search programs and
files box, right click on CMD and Run As Administrator). Note: etoken may be necessary and
privileges may only be necessary depending on directory you download to.

2. Set the default to the target directory.
3. Verify the bytes received are the same size noted as the SFTP transfer size.
